are  finally  added  they  make  seven,  the  num¬ 
ber  signifying  completeness.  There  is  not 
anything  in  creation  that  ean  make  three  and 
four,  added,  anything  but  seven ;  and  just  as 
inexorable  also  iH  that  other  law  of  the  in¬ 
finite  God  that  all  things  shall  work  together 
for  the  good  of  those  that  love  him.  So.  1 
am  saying,  put  sin  out-  of  your  life  lest  the 
stroke  of  the  war  be  a  grievous  chastisement 
to  you.  Finally,  if  you  be  not  a  child  of 
God  at  all  I  warn  you  it  may  be  a  blast  of 
aweful  vengence.  But,  being  God’s  child, 
the  war,  by  divine  decree,  means  no  harm  to 
you.  Full  well  do  you  parents  know  that, 
although  you  make  your  child  toil  a  part  of 
the  day,  and  though  you  take  from  him  his 
toys  a  while,  calling  him  to  your  knees  for 
instruction  an  hour  perhaps,  and,  indeed  it 
may  be,  interfering  with  his  little  plans;  yet 
do  you  parents  well  know.  I  say,  that  if  your 
child  lx-  loving  and  obedient,  he  can  afford 
to  trust  you  absolutely  that  not  one  hair  of 
his  head  shall  be  hurt.  Neither  will  your 
heavenly  Father  in  His  plans  ever  harm  you, 
O  you  of  little  faith.  Know  you  not,  flock 
of  God,  that  your  Father  will  give  to  you 
the  Kingdom  f 

The  other  peculiar  reason  1  urge  you  to 
put  away  every  sin  right  now  is  for  the  sake 
of  others. 

Do  you  recall  the  time  in  the  book  of 
Joshua  when  the  entire  army  of  Israel  failed 
ignominiously  and  36  men  were  smitten,  that 
the  Bible  says  it  wak  because  there  was  sin 
in  the  eampf  A  piati  named  Achan  had 
stolen  a  wedge  of  gold  and  200  pieces  of 
silver  and  a  goodly  Babylonish  garment. 
Yon  know  how  it  is,  that  when  any  sorrow 
conies  we  naturally  ask  who  has  sinned. 
Now  let  us  right  now  wash  clean  our  skirts 
that  no  grief  shall  have  to  come  on  our  ac¬ 
count.  If  one  of  your  boys  should  fnll  in  the 
buttle  I  would  want  to  go  down  to  your  house 
to  try  to  comfort  you  and  I  would  want  to 
be  able  to  say,  "  Brat  her  and  Sistcrl  am  in 
nocent  of  the  death  Of  your  boy.”  I  heard 
of  an  engineer  who,  when  his  train  and  an¬ 
other  train  had  crashed  together  and  pas 
sengers  everywhere  wore  wounded  und  dying 
—this  engineer  went  amongst  them  with  a 
pieee  of  yellow  paper  in  has  hand  saying, 
"People,  I  want  you  to  see  that  I  am  not  to 
blame  for  this.  Here  arc  my  orders.  Read 
them  and  see.”  Well,  1  don’t  want  to  be 
the  Aehan  that  was  to  blame.  Do  you  know 
what  they  did  to  Achan f  The  people  gath¬ 
ered  around  him  and  his  wife  and  his  chil¬ 
dren  and  they  pushed  them  along  and  thrust 
them  until  they  came  to  the  outside  of  the 
camp  and  then  they  hurled  upon  them  stones 
and  beat  them  down  and  buried  them  out 
of  their  sight.  Some  people  say  that  the  rea¬ 
son  of  this  war  is  that  the  time  has  «>rne  w  hen 
the  pride  of  man  must  be  humbled:  the 
money-madness  of  the  people  must  lx-  cheek¬ 
ed;  the  young  people  stopped  from  their 
whirling  round  of  pleasure;  and  that  God 
like  an  old-fashioned  doctor,  will  bleed  the 
nation  to  cure  it  of  its  Corrupting  fatness. 
The  people’  tis  said  have  ao  given  every  mo¬ 
ment  of  their  time  to  husim-ss  or  to  pleasure 
that  they  have  had  little  or  110  time  for  God 
or  religion;  and  that  therefore  God  will  now 
call  a  ‘‘lodge  of  sorrow,”  when  men  may 
take  time  to  think  of  their  Creator.  Our 


people,  it  is  supposed,  have  so  long  withheld 
from  fhxl  th|c  tenth  and  the  seventh,  count¬ 
ing  God  easily  to  be  moeked ;  and  that  now 
the  Lord  will  with  His  own  hand  collect 
everything  that  is  due.  Well,  if  all  or  a  part 
of  this  lx-  true,  yet  I  know  that  the  thing 
for  you  and  me  to  do  is  to  run  quickly  to  our 
God  and  tell  Him  that  of  all  of  our  sins  we 
do  most  humbly  repent.  For  when  the 
projihet,  up  and  down  the  streets  of  Nineveh, 
shouted  "Forty  days  and  Nineveh  shall  be 
destroyed,”  it  says  that  the  king  and  the 
people,  dad  in  sack-cloth  and  in  ashes,  re¬ 
pented  of  their  sins  and  the  city  waa  spared. 

I  said  that  I  was  going  at  this  time  to  tell 
you  who  is  the  deepest  dyed  slacker.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  God’s  word,  it  is  the  man  that 
will  not  repent  of  his  shut  at  this  time.  It  is 
that  man  who  hugs  his  wicked  ways  to  his 
heart  no  matter  how  many  of  the  boys  shall 
fall.  It  is  like  the  blind-tiger  man  who  sell* 
liquor  to  muke  money,  not  earing  how  many 
yo'uths  ure  debauched,  and  he  is  as  real  a 
murderer  as  any  that  was  ever  hung.  Lis¬ 
ten  to  what  God  said  to  Joshua  about  the 
soldiers  that  fled  and  the  ones  that  fell  down 
wounded  or  died,  "They  ean  not  stand  be¬ 
fore  their  enemies—  because  they  arc  become 
accursed.  I  will  not  lx-  with  you  any  more 
except  you  destroy  the  devoted  thing  from 
among  you.”  Now  those  soldiers  were  ae- 
eursed — not  for  anylhing  they  had  done,  hut 
for  the  sin  of  the  man  back  yonder  in  the 
Mcnt.  I  don’t  want  any  soldier  to  fall  on 
account  of  my  sins.  1  don’t  want  any  battle 
or  part  of  n  battle  lost  on  account  of  me. 

I  will  throw  you  out  a  very  surpriaing 
challenge.  In  the  Bible  record,  every  battle 
said  to  have  been  lost  nnd  the  reason  there¬ 
for  recorded,  is  said  to  have  been  lost  on  ac¬ 
count  of  somebody 'a  sin.  Examine  the  re¬ 
cord,  for  instance,  l’haroah’s  uriny — the 
cause,  greed:  the  Canaanites  destroyed-  - 
"their  iniquity  full;”  Saul  defeated  at  Gil- 
boa  for  " consulting  a  familiar  spirit;”  every 
instance  of  (he  thirteen  judges — "the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Isruijl  did  that  which  was  evil  in  the 
sight  of  the  |/ord;”  Absalom  at  Mahanaim — 
dishonor  to  parents;  Israel  at  Aphek — Eli’s 
lude  sons;  Ajhuh  at  Rainoth  Gilead — had 
"sold  himseljf  to  do  evil;”  Senaehcrib  at 
Jenisalepi — blocking  Otxl ;  Israel  smitten  and 
upmltcd — “(he  sins  of  Jeroboam."  Sin  the 
cause  of  cveity  lost  battle  in  the  Bible.  Let ’s 
do  everything  else,  of  course,  but  if  you  want 
to  help  the  uause  of  the  Allies  you  repent  of 
sin.  Let  it  Ix-gin  at  the  house  of  God,  and 
let  me  remind  you  that  the  house  of  God  is 
not  these  briek  walls,  but  that  heart  of  yours 
where  He  dwells.  Now  1  ask  you  who  is  the 
slacker  in  this  crowd  and  in  this  town..

The  next  thing  I  tell  you  to  do  is  to  pray, 
und  I  want  to  say  that  God  ean  answer  your 
prayer  and  wive  victory  no  matter  how 
strong  the  enemy  is.  Listen,  difficulty  is  a 
whole  lot  to  j  us  but  is  aluuilutely  nothing  to 
God.  lie  never  asks  the  question  at  all  M  to 
how  strong  (he  enemy  is  nor  does  He  care  a 
particle  how  kveak  His  people  are.  The  simple 
proposition  is.  can  you  get  God  on  your  side. 
Gideon,  with  his  300  soldiers,  yet  barked  up 
with  penitent  Israel  behind,  faces  the  hoards 
of  Midian  a|nd  gets  the  victory.  Israel  at 
the  Red  Sea.  with  not  a  weapon  111  hand,  but 
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with  God  in  a  staff.  views  next  day  Phar¬ 
aoh’s  Icgoion*  dead  on  the  Ix-arh.  Moses  ’ 
12.000  men  met  Amalek  at  Rephidim,  and  ao 
lon(j  as  hm  hand*  are  lifted  in  prayer  the 
battle  goes  victoriously,  and  when  Aaron  and 
Hur  are  it  they  get  under  hi*  hand*  and  hold 
them  up  until  Amalek  ia  discoinfiitcd. 
Joshua  yonder  i*  contending  with  five  king* 
of  the  A  mo  rites,  and  God  *ees  that  Joshua  i* 
full  of  faith  that  day  and  1  reverently  wonder 
if  Joshua  *  faith  did  not  excite  God.  for  the 
wonderful  record  says  that  when  God  saw 
the  enemy  flee  He  east  down  great  stones 
from  heaven  upon  them  and  more  died  from 
♦he  stones  than  from  the  sword,  and  Joshua 
as  if  drunk  with  faith  that  day.  shouted  to 
the  very  sun  to  stand  still  in  the  heavens  and 
the  moon  over  the  valley  of  Aijalon  until  the 
enemies  were  destroyed.  But  Jerusalem  is 
surrounded  by  the  vast  forces  of  Assyria. 
There  ia  not  a  ray  of  hope  for  the  little  band 
inside  the  wall*.  The  Assyrians  taunt  them 
with  many  jibes  Amony  other  things  the 
Assyrian  king  send*  in  a  letter  saying, 
Jehovah,  your  God,  can  not  deliver  you  out 
of  my  hand.” 

llexekiah  and  his  counselors,  all  humbled 
and  saek-eloth  clad,  send  down  to  Isaiah,  ask¬ 
ing  for  eanest  prayer*.  Then  going  into  the 
temple  he  spread*  open  the  letter  before  the 
Urd  and  prays,  ”()  Lord.  Jehovah,  the 
Assyrian  says  no  pc, pie  ever  yet  has  with¬ 
stood  his  hand — the  truth:  this  city  is  one  of 
the  weakest,  and  the  last  that  is  left  in  the 
land  of  Judah.  But,  ()  Lord.  Jehovah,  when 
he  says  thou  eanst  not  deliver  out  of  his 
hand,  that  statement  wc  den^.”  Well,  that 
last  sentence  won  the  Lord. 

Let  me  say  to  you,  friends,  if  you  can 
place  your  cause  with  God's:  if  you  can  lock 
His  welfare  with  your  own;  if  you  can  make 
it,  as  it  were,  necessity  to  God  that  you  be 
blessed ;  then  your  case  i*  irresistibly  and 
everlastingly  established.  For  it  is  written 
in  the  Book  of  Decrees  that  His  kingdom 
shall  break  in  pieces  all  other  kiugdom*  and 
His  kingdom  is  the  one  that  shall  never  be 
destroyed.  Well,  shall  I  tell  you  what  hap- 
pened  to  that  Assyrian  army!  Lord  Byron 
the  poet  well  word*  the  story: 

Like  the  leaves  of  the  forest  when  summer

that  it  is  doing  a  good  part  by  Mississippi,

anxious  one*  who  come  to  us.  The  Baptists 
°t  ‘he  state  may  well  feel  that  they  are  get¬ 
ting  such  fine  returns  on  their  investment 
that  it  will  be  well  to  increa*e  the  invest¬ 
ment  as  occasion  may  demand. 

Just  now  the  prosperity  in  the  hospital  ia 
,  embarrassing.  The  demand  for  service  is  ao 
large  that  patients  are  turned  away  almost 
every  day;  on  a  recent  date  more  than  a 
,  dosen  in  a  single  day.  It  was  wise  foresight 
that  prompted  the  new  wing  which  will 
double  the  capacity,  to  Is?  occupied  within 
the  next  few  months.  It  was  true  financial 
statesmanship  undsr  the  leadership  of  Mr. 

A.  E.  Jennings,  closely  identified  in  many 
ways  with  Mississippi.  I  hear,  when  the  cam¬ 
paign  was  launched  last  winter  to  provide 
the  more  than  a  quarter  of  u  million  dollars 
to  pay  debts  and  erect  the  addition  to  the 
building.  Baptists  may  well  rejoice  that  they 
huvr  men  of  such  vision  as  to  project  such 
an  institution,  and  that  through  it  they  arc 
doing  so  great  and  far-reaehing  work  for 
humanity.  It  gives  our  people  a  worthy 
sense  of  proprietorship  which  makes  them 
bigger  and  bettor.  But  they  must  not  think  *  1 
that  the  task  is  done.  \\e  are  to  have  the  1 
biggest  hospital  with  the  biggest  patronage.  1 
perhaps,  in  all  this  region.  The  building  is  t 
to  Ik-  a  joy  to  look  u|H,n ;  it  will  be  paid  for.  ’ 
But  there  arc  a  hundred  r-s.ma  M  be  furnish¬ 
ed  at  a  cost  of  $10  each,  linens  arc  to  be  pro-  i 
vided  for  those  rooms,  there  must  lie  rolling  , 
chairs  for  the  convalescents  costing  some  $40 
each.  The  pastor  is  no  financial  agent,  but  , 
he  hears  thi-se  things  talked  and  that  seta  , 
him  to  talking.  A  few  Sundays  ago  he  was  j, 
oxer  in  Arkansas  and  mentioned  these  thing*  „ 
to  a  Baraca  class.  Word  came  shortly  that  h 
that  class  was  going  to  furnish  a  room.  This  , 
great  institution  is  ours  and  we  are  to  take 
car,  of  it  with  our  prayers,  our  patronage,  f, 
and  proxision  of  things  needed,  that  its  work  f 
of  inerey  may  go  on.  . 

The  resident  pnstor  finds  that  there  is  t« 
abundant  room  for  pastoral  ministration  to  fi 
the  afflicted  as  they  come  in  .to  the  anxious  Is 
lovcl  ones  as  they  wait  and  pray,  to  the  ei 
ones  on  the  bod*  as  they  wait  to  get  well  and  ci 
to  the  busy  household.

But  wc  do  Relieve  that 
the  father  of  lies  with  wonderful  and  malig¬ 
nant  sagacity  is  purposing  by  thi*  pious  pro¬ 
fession  of  good  fellowship  to  weaken  the  love 
of  truth  and  undermine  the  foundations  of 
our  faith.  Many  good  but  misguided  men 
who  have  never  loved  the  Baptist,  position  as 
to  voluntariness  in  religion,  democracy  in 
church  government,  believes  baptism  and  the 
burial  of  the  old  man  in  the  liquid  grave 
have  been  used  to  minimize  and  in  the  ef¬ 
fort  to  neutralize  the  Bible  teaching  in  these 
matters.  Unable  to  contend  against  the  un¬ 
mistakable  teaching  of  the  word,  they  have 
'sought  to  destroy  the  morale  of  tho»  Baptist 
hosts  by  over  emphasis  on  the  spirit  of 
eomeradship.  The  cry  of  Kamcrad  has  been 
raised  that  wc  may  throw  down  the  weapons 
of  warfare,  the  sword  of  the  Spirit  and  fall 
into  their  arms  as  victims  of  an  over-dose  of 
unity.  It  is  not  difficult  to  see  that  the  terms 
of  union  anywhere  proposed  arc  fatal  to  the 
truths  which  are  distinctive  of  Baptists,  but 
subversive  of  the  very  principles  of  the  New 
Testament.  The  tap  root  of  Romanism  is  in¬ 
fant  baptism;  tho  foundation  of  a  true 
church  is  a  voluntary  and  regenerated  church 
membership.  Has  anybody  heard  of  any 
proposition  from  the  proposers  of  union  to 
discard  the  first  and  adopt  the  second.  The 
Church  of  Christ  is  a  free  democracy  ownfhg 
Christ  alone  as  head  and  Lord.  The  only 
conception  of  a  grept  union  movement  is  an 
oligarchial  body  whose  members  have  sur¬ 
rendered  their  right  of  personal  judgment 
and  freedom  of  action.  Only  Bolsheviki 
Baptists  will  be  deluded  with  this  cry  of 
Kamcrad.  We  may  well  learn  valuable  les¬ 
sons  from  current  history. 

TIME 

It  is  amazing  that  so  many  people  have 
no  app&rent  realization  of  its  value.  If  it 
is  a  sin  to  waste  food  or  money  it  is  a  greater 
sin  and  a  shame  to  waste  time,  yefur  own  or 
that  of  others.  Time  is  the  moat  precious 
thing  in  life,  more  valuable  than  gold  or  dia¬ 
monds.  If  other  thjngs  arc  lost,  there  is  a 
•chance  they  may  be  recovered.  If  time  is 
lost,  it  can  never  be  restored.  It  is  gone  for¬ 
ever.  The  man  who  kills  time  Or  idles  it 
away  is  a  itiurderer,  for  time  is  life  itself. 

And  yet  there  are  preachers  who  acnowl- 
edge  al  lthis  and  kill  time  by  not  being 
prompt  in  meeting  an  engagement  or  com¬ 
mencing  a  service.  There  are  Sunday  School 
teachers  and  superintendents  who  saunter 
into  their  place  on  Sunday  morning  ten  or 
fifteen  minutes  late  with  as  much  nonchal¬ 
ance  as  if  they  had  not  killed  that  much  off 
the  life  of  fifty  or  a  hundred  people’s  lives. 
It  is  a  sin  against  Qod  and  u  serious  injury 
to  His  work  for  anybody,  particularly  an  of¬ 
ficer  to  be  lute  at  Sunduy  School  on  Sunday 
morning.  It  will  demoralize  a  school  or  a 
church  for  this  to  happen  repeatedly.  There 
is  almost  nothing  which  will  so  quickly  or  so 
effectively  destroy  the  interest  in  the  work. 
To  announce  that  a  service  will  begin  at  such 
an  hour  when  you  do  not  intend  to  begin 
then,  or  to  fail  to  begin  at  the  time  announced 
except  for  difficulties  which  could  not  be 
overcome  is  to  tell  a  Lie;  and  lying  is  about 
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the  worst  ton  there  is,  and  the  most  common. 
But  why  lip  in  doing  the  Lord’s  workf 
Any  otner  work  in  the  world  eondueted 
with  the  sprue  slovenly  inattention  to  time 
which  chaijterizes  much  that  is  done  in  God ’s 
house  would  render  it  null.  Let  any  bank  or 
railroad  of  postoffice  or  grocery  store  show 
the  same  parelcssness  as  to  the  value  of  a 
minute  which  many  of  our  churches  show 
and  they  would  be  financially  ruined  in  short 
order.  It  is  an  evidence  of  the  divine  life  of 
a  church  that  it  can  live  at  all  with  such  slip 
shop  methnds  as  to  time.  There  is  hardly 
any  subject  on  which  there  is  greater  need 
in  our  churches  of  an  awakened  conscience 
than  this  pne  of  promptness  and  exactness 
in  observing  the  time.  It  goes  without  say¬ 
ing  also  that  when  wc  say  we  are  going  to 
quit  at  a  pertain  time,  wc  are  under  every 
obligation  p.s  Christians  to  do  what  we  say.

The 
nation  has  wellnigh  gone  plcnmre-tnad  and 
money-mad.  Even  the  blood  which  our  young 
heroes  are  shedding  on  the  fields  of  France 
does  not  seem  to  conquer  this  spirit  at  home 
The  effotra  to  get  money  fci  Ik'd  Cross  and 
other  worthy  things  which  me  intended  to 
assuage  the  pain  of  this  d  lesolat ing  .var,  are 
too  frequently  attended  with  Jancea  and 
other  things  which  appeal  to  this  pleasure- 
loving  age  and  people.  Very-  certain  it  is 
that  if  we  as  a  Christian  people  win  Foreign 
Mission  victories  which  shall  be  worthy  of 
celebration,  personal  and  denominational 
consecration  will  constitute  tho|  rc-einforeing 
fact  in  our  century  campaign  We  have 
called  the  celebration  which  has  recently 
passed  the  Judson  Centennial]  and  every¬ 
where  the  consecration,  the  devotion,  the 
sacrifice  and  suffering  of  Judson  and  his 
wives  have  been  held  up  to  oi(r  people  and 
have  called  forth  their  support  of  the  Jud¬ 
son  Centennial  Movement.  What  tales  will 
the  celebration  a  hundred  yearn  to  come  tell 
of  the  lives  which  wc  at  home  and  the  niis- 
sinliarii  s  on  tin  ti.  Ms  im  In  ing  to  i 
order  to  lay  deep  and  broad  and  strong 
foundations  for  this  Kingdom  enterprise  t 
The  call  of  Foreign  Missions  in  this  hour  is  a 
••all  to  a  better  Christian  life  among  our 
Baptist  people. 

3.  Another  suggestion  is  that  the  institu¬ 
tions  of  the  denomination  shall  be  keyed  to 
Foreign  Missions.  I  see  one  peril  for  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  for  other 
like  conventions.  We  are  in  danger  of  mak¬ 
ing  missions  less  eonspieious,  less  dominant 
as  the  eont  roll  ing  consideration  in  these 
bodies.  Other  things  must  claim  attention, 
because  other  things  are  related  to  missions, 
but,  if  we  wish  to  make  another  hundred 
year*  of  missionary  history,  missions  must 
he  pet  iq  the  hcaiH  and  be  muOe  the  inspira¬ 
tion  of  our  institutions  and  conventions. 
Missions  created  these  anti  missions  will 
maintain  them  at  the  maximum  of  efficiency. 

It  was  this  Foreign  Mission  enterprise  which 
gave  us  our  colleges,  our  conventions,  our 
women's  organizations,  and  Foreign  Missio:ia 
more. than  anything  else  will  vitalize,  spirit¬ 
ualize  these  organizations  and  make  them 
highly  useful  instrumentalities  in  the  life  of 
the  denomination. 

4.  If  the  next  hundred  .veal’s  is  to  stand 
in  relief  against  the  past  hundred  years  us 
that  stands  against  that  which  p recced ed  it. 
we  must  in  these  early  years  of  the  new  cell 
tury  of  Baptist  Foreign  Mission  effort  fur¬ 
nish  to  the  yea  its  of  the  century  following 
inspirational  examples  and  instances  of  * 
courageous  achievement.  Some  personal 
gift*  must  lie  made  in  lives  to  missionary’ 
service  and  in  money  for  their  support,  such 
ns  the  lives  of  the  Judsons  a,nd  gifts  like 
that  of  Sally  Thompson  who  gave  all  her 
living,  the  accumulation  of  years  from  the 
meagre  salary  of  a  hired  one.  If  only  the 


Baptist  men  and  women  of  America  today 
who  cm!  make  large  gifts  to  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions  eopld  know  the  possibility  of  their  ex¬ 
ample  fbr  one  hundred  years  to  come  and  be 
willing  to  make  truly  sacrificial  offerings.  I 
am  persuaded  that  there  are  aoine  among  us 
who  wottld  astonish  their  brethren  and  sis- 
ters  by  the  magnitude  of  their  gifts  and 
provoke  'the  angels  to  praise.  There  was 
never  p«irha|>*  in  the  history  of  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions  an  opportunity  given  men  and  women 
to  lay  their  offerings  on  the  altar  of  God  at 
«o  opportune  a  moment.  It  ha*  taken  u«  a 
hundred  l  year*  to  get  ready  for  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion*  on  n  great  scale.  Great  gift*  could  not 
have  be<$i  used  a  hundred  years  ago.  They 
can  now  j  be  applied  to  the  very  pivot  of  the 
ages.  G|fta  made  now  can  be  put  into  the 
structural  work  of  missionary  achievement 
on  which  the  future  of  this  enterprise  shall 
rest.  Tne  influence  of  personal  example,  ex¬ 
hibited  in  splendid  courage  and  sacrifice  can 
now  be  phot  through  a  whole  century  anil 
impai’tc<l  to  the  whole  world.  May  God  give 
us  speedily  some  examples  of  great  giving 
such  as  have  already  begun  I  The  achieve¬ 
ment  of  lust  year  and  of  the  debt-  raising  the 
year  before,  came  largely  out  of  certain  in¬ 
spiring  example*.  Names  could  be  given  if 
we  did  not  fear  to  offend  some  modest  and 
consecrated  contributor*  to  this  good  cause 
The  pripent  year  has  been  started  with  a 
gift  of  $100,000.  Other  objects  have  received 
gifts  as  large  as  this  before,  but  never  in  the 
history  of  Southern  Baptist  Foreign  Mis 
sions  hn*  anyone  given  $100.0000  to  this  com 
prehensrve  and  all-inclusive  enterprise.  I 
am  expecting  thia  example  to  be  inspirational 
Many  whom  God  has  trusted  with  money,  or 
that  which  can.  if  they  will,  be  turned  into 
money,  la-ill  mis*  sublime  opportunity  if  they 
do  not  make  great  offering*  to  thi*  enterpri»e 
at  thi*  t|me  when  example  will  tell  *o  power¬ 
fully  on  not  only  the  present  year  and  present 
achievement,  but  on  o  hundred  year*  of 
Southern  Baptist  effort  to  make  the  Saviour 
known  among  those  nation*  when1  after  two 
millennium*  the  curse  of  sin  is  found,  ami 
where  there  i*  no  lialin  in  Gilead.  . 

What  *hall  we  say  of  the  hundred  years 
to  eomejf  It  ia  a  thrilling  thought  that  we 
can,  if  we  will  .take  time  by  the  forelock 
and  prepare  for  a  centennial  celebration  in 
the  early  morning  of  the  21*t  century  which 
shall  lie  nlmcrvrl  by  perhaps  a  billion  Baptist* 
and  not  only  in  America,  but  throughout  the 
Squth> American  Republic*,  in  the  beautiful 
islands  qf  Japan,  in  the  great  and  then  glor 
iou*  Republic  of  China,  in  the  Dark  Con¬ 
tinent,  ill  fair  Italy  and  the  spicy  isle*  of 
Southern  Seas,  indeed,  the  world  around 
God  help  u*  to  serve  this  enterprise  and  com¬ 
municate  the  fruits  of  our  conservation  to  the 
tnen  an<|  women  of  our  name  who  shall  in¬ 
herit  the  earth  a  hundred  years  to  come. 
A  million  and  a  half  dollars  this  year  for  a 
thoiisuiid  millions  of  the  lost  and  ruined  will 
W  preparation  for  the  next  cencnnial  cele¬ 
bration.

J.  T.  Hender¬ 
son,  and  Southern  Baptist  women,  led  by 
Miss  Mallory,  have  felt  it  to  be  a  call  of  God 
to  enter  simultaneously  into  stewardship 
campaigns.

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THE  UNION  MOVEMENT. 


J.  B.  Gambrell. 

Thia  is  a  book  of  143  pages  by  Dr.  J.  P. 
Uve.  secretary,  Foreign  Mission  Board. 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The  unmis¬ 
takable  purpose  of  the  book  ia  to  unify 
Southern  Baptists  on  and  around  the  mis¬ 
sionary  program  set  out  by  the  Convention 
in  formal  action.  On  page  nine,  the  author 
says:  "The  writer’s  controlling  desire  and 
purpose  has  been  to  serve  the  cause  of  mis¬ 
sions.  He  then  proceeds  to  say  "by  help¬ 
ing  Soul  hem  Baptists  to  understand  more 
fully  and  generally  than  they  do,  the  issues 
that  have  been  raised,  by  influencing,  us  far 
as  possible,  the  temper  of  their  sentiment  and 
speech,  in  dealing  with  the  subject  upon 
which  most  of  them  have  already  very*  strong 
conviction*,  and,  by  promoting  unity  within 
the  denomination  itself  ami  by  culling  upon 
nur  patflors  and  other  leaders  of  our  Bap¬ 
tist  people  everywhere  to  help  turn  the  united 
fore*  of  our  gFfi.it  number*  upon  u  denom¬ 
inational  missionary  program.”  A  little 
lower  down  he  raises  this  question  T  "What 
shall  it  profit  any  Baptist  or  any  Baptist 
enterprise,  at  home  or  abroad,  if  we  gain 
fraternal  cooperative  relations  with  other 
pwple  and  destroy  those  relations  in  our  own 
denomination.” 

I  his  brings  to  mind  a  pungent  statement 
of  Dr.  Frost:  "I  wish  some  Baptists  were 
ns  anxious  to  unite  their  own  people  as  they 
are  to  unite  with  other  people.  ” 

The  quotations  set  out  the  real  purpose  of 
the  book.  U  is  constructive.  It  is  in  line 
with  the  announced  policies  of  the  great  eon- 
vetnion  Dr.  Love  serves.  The  purpose  is 
every  way  worthy. 

In  s**eking  to  promote  and  preserve  the 
unity  of  the  denomination,  the  author  of  the 
book  under  review,  deals  with  the  “Union 
Movement."  which  is  seeking  to  break  down 
denominational  spirit,  disintegrate  denomin¬ 
ational  furls'*  and  ultimately  bring  on  a 
denominational  merger  on  unseriptnral  prin¬ 
ciples.  this  movement  hus  been  permitted 
to  go  forward  unchallenged  too  long.  As 
yet  it  ha*  not  such  force  in  the  South,  but  its 
distracting  work  hus  been  felt  on  our  mis¬ 
sion  flelds  abroad  and  its  disintegrating 
forei-  is  strongly  manifested  in  the  North. 

The  title  of  the  lsxrk  is  well  chosen— 

I  he  I  nion  Movement.”  It  is  a  movement 
it  moves  very  much.  It  does  not  submit 
itself  to  exert  delimitations:  Much  of  it  is 
foggy.  It  is  sentimentalism  in  action.  It  is 
represented  in  a  number  of  interlocking  or- 
•nnization*.  It  attacks  dcuominationalism 
at  many  points  and  in  many  ways.  It  is  al¬ 
together  likely  that  many  who  an-  swept  by 
it  do  not  really  know  where  they  are  going, 
hut  the  leaders  know  where  they  mean  to 
lead.  In  fact  ,the  head  of  the  column  has 
already  marked  out  its  camping  grounds. 
Dr.  Love  presents  doeumentary  evidence 
from  authoritative  sources  to  prove  the  ulti¬ 
mate  objective  of  the  leaders.  I  would  give 
Dr.  Mott  ns  the  main  leader;  Dr.  Speer  is 
an  able  lieutenant  and  there  are  others,  not 
a  few.  That  it  is  aimed  to  break  down  Baptist 
missions  abroad  and  others,  is  as  certain  as 
langnnge  can  make  it.
